As much a part of Ch 
mas as the tree, the giving 
of gifts and the holly 
wreath, are Christ- 
mas Cards. 

In ancient times, the cus- 
tom of exchanging greeting 
cards among friends (and 
in modern times, busi- 
nesses) was unknown. The 
practice is a little more than 
a century old and is sup- 
posed to have been initiated 
in this country in Albany, 
New York. 

It seems there was 
goods merchant by 
name of R. J. Pease, in the 
capitol of the Empire State 
who thought it might be а 
good idea to "greet" his 
friends and customers at 
the holiday season by way 
of a Christmas Card. The 
idea caught fire in his im- 
agination and soon he had 
designed, printed 
and mailed the first exam- 
ples of Christmas Cards in 
the United States 

Of course, his intent in 


sending his "greetings" at 
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Christmastime to his 
friends wasn't altogether 
altruistic. He used the card 
as an advertising device as 
we 
It was by coincidence that 
another new symbol of 
Christmas was introduced 
at this same time, It was 
when Victoria of England 
took unto herself a German- 
born consort by the name 
of Prince AJbert. In Ger- 
many, the tree had long 
been a part of the Christ- 
mas festivities, and when 
the Prince changed ad- 
dresses from Germany to 
Buckingham Palace, һе 
brought his German custom 
of the decorated Christmas 
tree with him. The idea

Merchants: Prevent Fires 


Merchants from coast to coast were urged by the Ameri- 
can Insurance Association today to join the nation in help- 
ing prevent fire during the Christmas holiday season, 

By following a few simple rules, managers of retail stores 
can help keep their, establishments fire safe, the Associa- 


tion added. 


It offered these fire safety precautions: 


1. Keep all store aisles and 
exits free from obstructions at 
all times. 


When new merchandise is 
brought in to the buying floor 
during shopping hours it 
should be put in place quickly, 
and not left standing in its 
cartons where ip would obstruct 
evacuation of customers in case 
of fire. 

2. Empty packing cases, car- 
tons and other packing material 
should be disposed of promptly, 
as soon as goods are unpacked. 
Storerooms, back rooms and 
basements, should be cleared of 
such material daily. 


3. All store exits should be 
clearly marked. 


4. Retail stores should соп- 
fine smoking by customers and 
employees to specifically desig- 
mated areas. In many stores, 
smoking by customers on the 
buying floors is unlawful. Easily 
эсеп signs at the store's entrance 
stating that smoking is forbid- 
den are recommended. 


5. Sales clerks and other 
employees should be given in- 
structions on what to do in case 
of fire. 


At the first appearance of 
flame or smoke, employees 
should ask customers to remain 
calm and leave the building 
quickly by the nearest exit in 
an orderly fashion. Be certain 
that employees know where the 
exits are located. 


6. Every store should give its 
sales clerks and other employees 
complete instructions on how 
to handle fire extinguishers and 
other emergency equipment. It 
should be explained to them, 
however, that while fire extin- 
guishers can help control small 
fires, the fire department should 
be summoned immediately. 
Employees should be divided 
into teams of three in training 
for a fire emergency. One 
should be assigned to manning 
the fire extinguisher or fire 
hose, the second should call the 
fire department by telephone, 
and the third should summon 
the fire department by sound- 


ing an alarm in the nearest out- 
side fire alarm box. The em- 
ployee sounding the alarm from 
the box should stand by until 
the fire department arrives. 

7. In decorating retail stores 
for Christmas, only попйат- 
mable or fire-resistant materials 
should be used. 

If special wiring is required 
in decorating the store, a quali- 
fied electrician should be em- 
ployed to do the job.

THE PHILIPPINES 

The Philippines, predom- 
inately Catholic, start their 
Christmas on December 
16th and climax eight days 
of Mass worship at 3 a.m.

Mrs. Franklin D. Roose- 
velt made a visit to the nur- 
scery or April 24, 1960.

Since early 
times it has been used as a 
base for perfume and in- 
cense — and is still so used 
commercially today.

Holy Land Birthplace Of Three 


Of World's Great Religions 


lt is questionable whe- 
ther many people realize 
the geographical area that 
comprised the world around 
which Christianity grew. It 
is also more amazing to 
contemplate the world to- 
day and the influence Chris- 
tianity has had upon civil- 
ization, when it is reflected 
that all the events the Bible 
records occurred in a area 
no more than 80 miles wide 
and 400 miles long! 


The area known as the 
Holy Land is small indeed. 
The historical events how- 
ever, which have taken 


“place in this tiny piece of 


land, have almost literally 
taken civilization by its 
heels and shaken it into a 
realization of the difference 
between good and evil, even 
though in some parts of the 
world this realization is not 
openly acknowledged. 


Within these small boun- 
daries, contrasts can be 
found that are startling. 
For example, near Galilee 
the rainfall is abundant, 
while not far distant the 
desolateness of the Negev

desert is well known. With- 
in a distance of 15 miles one 
can travel from heights of 
2600 feet above sea level to 
1297 feet below sea level. 


The oldest inhabited city 
in the world is in the Holy 
Land. It is Damascus, 
which has been continu- 
ously inhabited from the 
earliest recordings of Bib- 
lical times to the present. 
The old wall around Damas- 
cus still stands and is so 
thick in places that many 
families have carved out 
homes from its massive- 
ness. 

The oldest city in terms 
of founding dates is Jeri- 
cho. It is said to be 10,000 
years old. However, it has 
not always been inhabited. 
There have been four Jeri- 
chos at various times, each 
not more than two miles 
from the previous sites, 


Also in this fabulous lan: 
is the River Jordan. It now 
is a muddy stream not more 
than 50 feet wide that's 
deep in the springtime and 
dry during the hot summer 
months, 


Many people are under 
the false impression that 
the Sea of Galilee is really 
a sea. It is not. It is a lake 
13 miles long and 8 miles 
wide. 

There is one place in the 
Holy Land that is more 
famous than any other — 
Jerusalem. Even today, it is 
a walled city, that has been 
besieged and razed more 
than thirty times, rebuilt at 
least six times, and is little 
more than 80 acres in area. 
Outside the wall of Jeru- 
salem is the famous Garden 
of Gethsemane and the 
Mount of Olives. 

Nazareth, the city from 
which Joseph and Mary 
started on their trlp to 
Bethlehem, is now a barren 
small town. 

The Holy Land is the 
birthplace of three of the 
world's great religions: 


Christianity, Judaism and” 


Mohammedanism. Stil a 
land of controversy and con- 
flict, it is prayed one day 
the teachings of Him who 
said, “Реасе on Earth, Good 
Will Toward Men," will be 
heeded.
